We understand that your department feels that the best way to 
achieve the desired goals is to have a single concession. that would 
have operation rights for the entire reservoir. If this is correct 
then we would support you in that concept. We would however, like 
you to persue in such a manner that individuals now running concessions 
might have the opportunity to develop their concessions meeting all 
state and local requirements. 


Again we appreciate the Divisions’ efforts and the Board of 
Health gives their full support in efforts to develop Deer Creek.
